Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 -6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gregg (Patent 
no. Des. 369,675). A handle is shown in figures 1 and 2 comprising a means for securing the 
outer perimeter which is a double stitching shown by the dotted lines along the length of the 
handle. A means for joining the handle to the holder is shown by the dotted lines representing 
stitching attaching the handle to the bag. This is shown in figure 2 as both a double horizontal 
dotted stitch line and a X-pattern stitch line underneath the parallel horizontal stitches. 

As to claim 4, the knotted handle of Gregg appears to be sufficient size to wrap over the 
holder, the stitched seam structure discussed relative to claim 3. 

7. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Henderson (Patent no. 
1, 400,499). A handle is shown in figures 1 and 2 comprising a means for securing the outer 
perimeter which is a double stitching shown by the dotted lines along the length of the handle at 
9and 12. A means for joining the handle to the holder is shown by the dotted lines representing 
stitching attaching the handle to the holder. This is shown by the double stitching at portions 6, 8, 
10 and 11. 

8. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Burton 
(Patent no. 746,0130. As to claim 1, compartment of sufficient size are shown and described as 
formed by means to support comprising horizontal stitched seams 2. 

As to claim 5, the compartments are of a size for receiving mail. Mail envelopes, letters or other 
matter is considered of a size for standard eyeglasses. Hence the compartments of Burton meet 
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this limitation of claim 6. Also, the compartments are separated, and fastened together by 
horizontal stitched seams 2, each sealed from the other side of the adjoining compartment. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Burton 
(Patent no. 746,013) in view of Greaves (Patent no. 2,979,098). Burton discloses flexible 
material comprising means 4 to attach and close top and bottom material and fold for closure, see 
page 1, lines 53-56. The difference between the claimed subject matter and Burton resides in 
means for securing the outer perimeter of said material. 

In figures 2 and 3, Greaves discloses pockets having edges at 12, 18 and 23 having means 
for securing that includes doubling of material and stitching. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to modify Burton by constructing means for securing the outer 
perimeter of said material as suggested by Greaves in order to reinforce the ends against wear. 

As to claim 2, Burton discloses the claimed invention except for the flexible material 
made of vinyl. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to employ any conventional material such as vinyl, since it has been held to 
be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its 
suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 
416.

Pointing out specific distinctions means clearly indicating in the written response what 
features/elements or distinctions have been added to the claim/claims, where support is found in 
the specification for such recitations and how these features are not shown, taught, obvious or 
inherent in the prior art. 

If no amendments are made to claims as applicant or patent owner believes the claims 
are patentable without further modification, the reply must distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the examiner 's action and must respond to every ground of objection and 
rejection in the prior Office Action in the same vain as given above, 37 CFR 1.111 (b) & (c), 
M.P.E.P. 714.02. 

The examiner also points out, due to the change in practice as affecting final rejections, 
older decisions on questions of prematureness of final rejection or admission of subsequent 
amendments do not necessarily reflect present practice. "Under present practice, second or any 
subsequent actions on the merits shall be final except where the examiner introduces a new 
ground of rejection that is neither necessitated by applicant's amendment of the claims nor based 
on information submitted in an information disclosure statement filed during the period set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.97(c)" (emphasis mine), see MPEP 706.07(a).
